vinced that her people did not care 
anything for her. 
But this little 


Porto Rlcan maiden went 
farther 


than most children do for In her In* 
dlgnatlon and grief over the injus- 
tice that had been done her she went 
to an American family, who had re- 
peatedly tried to Induce her to leave 
her southern homo and go with them. 


Stowed Herself Away 


In order that the sailors or peo- 


ple around the wharf might not notify 
'her father, as they would If she went 
openly to the .ship with the Ameri- 
cans, the little native smuggled her- 
self aboard the vessel bound 
for 


New York and stowed herself away. 
She was not discovered until the ship 
was in mldocean. 
Her father 
fol- 


lowed her to New York on the next 
vessel but did not find his daughter, 
although she saw him. 
She 
was 


standing at the window of the home 
of the American family with whom 
she lived when she saw her father 
pass by on the sidewalk and she ran 
and hid. 
She never saw him again 


until she was. a woman grown. 


Mrs. Smith has been twice married 
her first husband being Joseph Har- 
vey and her second husband being 
Andrew Smith. 
Both were negroes 


and Mr. Smith was burled In 
Dale 


Hill cemetery ten years ago. 
Two 


children were born to her and both 
are dead so that Auntie Smith is 


alone In the world. 
Poor and aged, 


she .Is being cared for at the Mary 
Klmball mission where she will be 
given a home until death claims her. 


Is Quite Active 


Auntie Smith's hair is gray and 


1 cr complexion Is very black. 
She 


Is never seen in the day time with- 
out her colored turban and her ging- 
ham apron. 
Although sho Is sub- 


ject to "bad spells," when she falls 
prone on her back wherever she hap- 
pens to be, she Is remarkably active 
and takes long walks. 
Not long 


ago she accompanied City Missionary 
Mary Klmball to a house on the Em- 
erald Grove road to get- some cloth- 
Ing. 
Sho stoutly refused to ride 


on the street cars, saying she had 
never been on one and she never 
would. 
She walked both ways and 
on the way home she had one of her 
"spoils" but so great was her fear 
of the car that she absolutely re- 
fused to bo helped Into it. 


Has Forgotten Native Tongue 


So many years from home have 


erased all memories of her native 
language from her mind. "I have nev- 
er heard it since I left home," she 
said, "and now I have forgotten It."

In this age of revolution end ccn 


trallzatlon. It Is dlffluclt to keep pace 
with rapidly and changing 
condl 


tions, and complaint and 
criticism 


frequently results through Ignorance. 


One of the targets for this class of 


criticism Is the movement to consoli- 
date county schools and give to tho 
farmer's boy and girl the same school 
advantages enjoyed by young people 
In the towns and cities. 


The plan Is being cleverly denounc- 


ed by people who 
arc 
prejudlcde 


against It. and this prejudice exists 
because the people who entertain It, 
know absolutely nothing about tho 
system. 


A writer from Kansas, Clarenco'Ma- 


son, contributes to the last number 
of. the "Outlook" a very instructive 
and interesting article on what 
Is 


known as Rural 
Consolidation 
of 


Country Schools. 


Mr. Mason is an old resident of 


Green Garden township. 
Ellsworth 


county. 
A few years ago tho farm- 


ers^ln four districts decided to adopt 
tho''central school plan, and a plain 
four room building was erected, tho 
country-school bouses 
abandoned 


and four good teachers employed to 
conduct a graded school. 


Teams and comfortable conveyan- 


ces wcro employed to collect 
the 


scholars, and results wore so satlsfac- 


• tory that the legislature was Induced 


to pass a law authorizing the schools 
in all parts of tho state, where de- 
sired. ... •' 


Kansas people soon discovered thai 


other states had adopted the same 
plan and were very much pleased 
with results., • 


Today seventeen states are Intro- 


ducing the system and It is proving 
very, popular as well as economical. 
Forty counties In Ohio are thoroughly 
organized, and about the same num- 
ber in* Indiana, while Iowa has 
a 


large 'number of schools of 
this 


class. 


The consolidated school at Buffalo 


Center, Iowa was organized In 1806, 
last year It'employed nine teachers, 
and had r.n enrollment of o47 pupils. 
The average cost per month of each 
pupil was $1.41. 


Tho school- at Terrill, Iowa, has 


1G5 scholars nearly all of whom are 
' brought to school In wagons. 
Seven 


drivers are required and the average 
distance the pupils are brought Is 
three miles. 
Four teachers are e 


ployed and the average cost of tuition 
per month, per pupil is $1.53. 


So far as expenses are concerned, 
'the argument Js strongly in favor of 
the central school. 
There are 2,500 


district schools In Iowa where the av- 
erage 
attendance is less than ten. 


Wisconsin has 1,000 such 
schools, 


while Connecticut has 800 with an at 
tendance of less than eight. 
If • a 


teacher can be hired at $20 per month 
which Is less than a girl receives in 
the Kitchen, the per capita cost of 
tuition -Is $2.00 per monin. 
If tho 


wages are $30 the cost per pupil Is 
$3.00; 
; 


When a dozen or twenty of the 


small schools are put together in one 
building it means vastly more than 
a money saver. 
It means hotter tea- 


chers, better equipment, and better 
advantage In every way. 


It means,' bringing the graded and 


high school to tho boy and girl iin 
the country. Instead of compelling the 
farmer-to .move to town to educate 
his children. 
It means keeping tho 


country boy and girl on the farm 
where'.many of thorn belong, rather 
than 
turning them loose in 
the 


towns and cities at an age when 
they need the restraining Influence of 
' home./ • •

In fact there-is .every argument In 


favor of the country school, 
and 


nothing against It that amounts 
to

school diploma, and of those who do, 
only a small fraction-of

cent, ever sec the inside of tho uni- 
versity. 
..•The central school system nttciupts 
to do -something for tho masses. .It 
has-already demonstrated that It is 
a money saver, and tho only opposi- 
tion that it meets Is prejudice. When 
schools of this class arc established. 
It of coarse means the displacement 
of a lot of girls who are willing to 
teach school for a pittance, because 
It Is genteel work, but tho displace- 
merit of tho teacher can hardly be 
used JIB an argument. 


The central school, like tho rural 


route, tho Intcrurlmn lino and the 
county telephone, has come to stay, 
and the next generation will have oc- 
casion for gratitude on account of Its.

ATTACK BY MILITARY WffllER 


Monroe Doctrine Is Proclaimed a 


Piece of Audacity by One of the 
Kaiser's Generals, Who Flays the 
United States. 


Berlin. Dec. 30.—Tho Loltnl An- 


zelger's Caracas correspondent naked 
President Castro If ho was ready to 
apologize to the powers, to which the 
president replied: 


"Gen. Castro has nothing to apolo- 


gize for." 


The hystandcrs, «ho correspondent 


adds, cheered and shouted "bravo." 
when they heard the president's reply. 


The German merchants of Caracas, 


It Is asserted by the correspondent, 
•re ready to advance President Castro 
the money to meet the demands of 
Germany, "although they know tho 
president Is able to pay It hlmaelf." 


Silent as to Blockade. 


The German government Is com 


pletely silent as to when the blockade 
•will be raised or whether It will he 
raised at all until every question c 
cernlng arbitration is settled. Tho ac- 
ceptance of arbitration after tho block- 
ade was begun Is certainly not re- 
ceived with popular favor In Germany. 


'Gen. von I!o;;ualawskl, one of the 


foremost military writers, contributed 
to the Tagllcno Rundschau his views 
upon the Monroe doctrine, and argues 
that the withdrawal of tho blockade 
at this stage would 
show singular 


•weakness. After alluding to tho late 
Princs Bismarck's expression that the 
Monrtic doctrine was "a great piece 
of impudence," the general says: 


Hits Monroe Doctrine. 


"That was a true word. 
America 


Is divided into many states. In vari 
etles of race and language she Is 
hardly second to Europe. 
How can 


one state assort that It has the right 
of Interference and protection over 
an entire continent, and that it wit; 
tolerate only under certain conditions 
any.action, however just, of European 
nations against an American state? 


"A further question is how It hap 


pens.that this doctrine, set up eight} 
years ago by an American statesman 
has been able to justify Itself in fact 
•with absolutely no justification in the 
law of nations? 
When tho Unltet 


States 
feels 
herself 
threatened 


through any occupation of territory 
of course, she has tho right, like any 
other nation, to raise a protest, and 
if necessary, employ force. 


' Flays United States. 


"But there must bo no talk of even 


'an apparent recognition of the Men 
roe doctrine as an International law 
principle on the part of European na 
tions. If tho latter act otherwise they 
.will soon feel the thumbscrews which 
they put on themselves.

often showing a diseased character 
The courtesies shown Ameilca-by Gcr 
many hare naturally not dlmlnlshcc 
that self-esteem.

after beginning military action. 


' Why Roosevelt Refused. 


"He refused, and Indeed for the rea 


son that the justice of the case of the 
allies was so self-evident that his de- 
cision could only have been unfavor 
able to Venezuela, thereby damaging 
the United States' popularity with the 
other nations of that hemisphere. 


"Now that warlike action has begun 


no thumbscrovvB can be tolerated as to 
bow far the action taken will extend 
Giving the United States binding prom 
fees would divest tho action before- 
hand of lasting effect. 
If the United 


States raises serious objection against 
this she would nave to determine what 
means are at her disposal to give valid 
Ity to her objection. President Cas- 
tro's demand that the powers raise 
the blockade and return the captured 
vessels must meet with a decisive 
veto. Otherwise we shall have a repe- 
tition of the disgrace of Olmuetz at 
•sea."
